In this case, to-day; the Judgment loft 
by Sir John: Smale with Mr Justice Snow- 
don with reference to the question of -Com- 
mission, woa read as tha judgment of thé 
Fall Court.

ANTLFOREIGN DEMONSTRATION

The correspondent of tha W.-C. Daily 
News at Peking writes og follows concorn- 
ing a disturbance at the capital on a recent 
date.
